The nails of infants are regarded with 
peculiar attention in many lands, says the 
Chicago News. It is generally thought 
throughout Europe that they must not be 
cut at all until the child has attained a cer- 
tain age. In one part of France it is said 
that they must not be trimmed at all, or the | 
child will grow slowly; in another that it | 
will not learn to talk soon; in another, that 
it will be a thief; in another, that cutting | 
them before the child is seven years old will | 
destroy its wit, while the limit in still an- | 
other part of the same country is but one | 
year. In Germany and in parts of Engiand | 
it is said that the child will become a thief | 
if its nails are cut while at the breast, and ; 
it is prescribed both in these Countrtes and | 
in France that they shouid be bitten off, 
preferably by the mother. 

The Jewish Talmud forbids the Jews to | 
leave nail-parings on the ground. They 
should be burned or hiddenaway. Another . 
old work says: ‘‘He who burns the parings 
of the nails is a pious man; be who buries 
them is equally so; but he who casts them 
upon the earth is an impious man.’’ Many 
Jews still carefully burn or bury these cut- 
tings. These are taken, inclosed between 
two bits of wood, and consumed. The rea- 
son alleged is that. the body shanid be 
burned or buried, and that nail-parings, be- 
ing left above ground, the soul of the pos- 
sessor will wander abroad after his death. 
In Norway they are burned, or else one will 
have to gather the pieces on the last day. 

The ancient Edda of the Scand:mavians 
telis of a great ship, Naglfar, which will ap- 
pear at the last day. Itis made of dead 
men’s nails, and parings should not be 
thrown away, nor should any one die with 
anpared nails, “for he who dies so supplies 
material toward the building of that vessel, 
which gods and men will wish were finished 
as late as possible.’’ It is still a point of be- 
lief in Iceland that the nails must be cut in 
three pieces, or the devil will make a ship 
ofthem. A-legend reports that his Satanic 
majesty, in order to injure man, obtained 
permussion to use the cuttings from the 
nails, when they were left whole. 

There are many curious beliefs in regard 
to the manner in which the nails should be 
cut. He who has the bad habit of paring 
them: frequently will have no good luck, say. 
Andalusian wiseacres, and he who cuts them 
over a fire, allowing the parings todrop into 
it, will become afool. In Iceland it is be- 
lieved that any one turning toward the north 
while trimming his nails will die soon. Nor- 
wegian peasants say you must use the knife 
with which you trim your nails to cut some- 
thing else before puttingit away. If you 
cut with it three times into wood, you are 
free from any danger of sorcery. Arabs 
properly regard it as bad taste to bite the 
nails. 

In Moray it was formerly a practice to 
cut the nails of hands and feet of a sufferer 
from consumption, and to put them m a 
piece cut from his garments. This was then 
turned thrice about the head saying: ‘‘Deas 
soil,’”’ and buried in asecret spot. It is cur- 
rently believed in Oldenburg that, if you 
mix nail-parings with eggs, and feed them 
to chickens or wild fowl, they will carry 
away any disease possessed by the person 
from whom the nails were cut.” In France 

was once believed that paring the nails 

rtened the sight. 

In Norway, it 1s said that sorcerers or 
elves make of the cuttings of nails that are 
carelessly thrown aside, balls with which 
they shoot the cattle. The peasants say 


and nail-parings inthe stomachs of the cows, 
and the wound made by the shot, still sensi- 
tive, is frequently found. The animal may 
be cured by passing an awl over this wound 
from west to east three times. Others say 
that bats carry cuttings from nails to Satan, 
who thus obtains power over man. 

A curious Jewish tradition, reports that 
Adam was entirely clothedin a hard horny 
skin, and only lost it, and became subject to 
evil spirits on losing paradise. The nails 
are the remnants of this dress, but they 
are not sacred and whoever cuts them off, 
and throws the cuttings away, does himself 
aninjury. Anold Persian chronicle says 
that Eve also posessed this dress, and the 
nails were left to remind them of the loss of 
paradise. 

A Scotch remedy of the seventeenth cen- 
tury for convulsions, was to take the nail- 

gs, hair from the eyebrows, and from 
the top of the head of the person affected, 
put them in a piece of linen with a cent, and 

t where some one would get them. The 
tinder would take thedisease. For epilepsy, 
bury the cuttings from feet and hands, 
mixed with hair cuttings and cinders from 
the four corners of the hearth, on the spot 
where the patient was attacked. 

A tale is told of a Morocco sorcerer who 
attempted to cure a European lady of some 
iliness. He asserted that an evil spirit 
caused the disease, and gave her a talisman 
to carry for seven days, during which she 
was to live upon millet mixed in honey, and 
plain soup made of a young black cock. The 
seventh day she must eat her nails, and by 
so doing would cut off the evil spirit. 

Charms and amulets are sometimes made 
of nail-cuttings. In the Punjaub,they are 
mixed with hair from the mustache of a 
leopard or tiger, with human bones, and a 
certain kind of root. The whole is reduced 
to.a powder, put in a copper or silver box, 
and suspended about the necks of new-born 
children to preserve them from evil spirits. 

In Sicily, to avoid trouble, a piece of money 
must be put into a’ child’s hands the first 
time its nails are trimmed. Andalusian 
mothers carefully cut them behind the door 
if they wish the child to become a good 
singer, while Northumberland peasants 
bury the first cuttings under an ash tree for 
the same reason. |

IMITATION JELLY. 


Cheap Stuff Which Can Be Sold at Six 
Cents a Glass. 

“The manufacture of raspberry jam has 
been increasing of .late,” said a leading 
dealer to a New York Mail and @ xpress re- 
porter. ‘‘There are ngw eight firms en- 
gaged in its production, and they make an 
regate of nearly 500 tons per year, which 
selis for $180,000. The manufacture of jelly 
is aless prominent industry here, though 
several parties make more or less of that 
article for bakers’ use. Few New York 
concerns have had the temerity to attempt 
to compete with Baltimore manufacturers 
of cheap “jellies,” such as are being whole- 
saled allover the country at the present 
time at 70 cents a dozen, or less than 6 cents 
each. As the glasses which contain these 
jellies can cost less than 2 cents 
apiece, and as lables, covers, etc., are 
not made for nothing, the price received 
for the jelly itself is evidently not .much 
above 3 cents per glass. Although the de-

Higher Uses. 
_/_—— 


Among the many problems of- 
ered by a new country for solution 
none are more interesting or im- 
portant than those resulting from 
new combinations of soil and cli- 
mate, with their attendant sur- 
prises in the way of richer devel- 
opments in agriculture, horticul- 
ture and arboriculture. Even, in 
the very old parts of America and 
Europe new varieties and almost 
new species of grains, fruits and 
flowers are being brought out by 
careful cyltivation and attention. 
The country east of the mountains 
has so sma]l a proportion of culti- 
vatable land that what is worked 
should be put to the highest possi- 
ble use, and we can think of no 
business in life more delightrul 
than such experiments. Large 
capital is not necessary, for a child 
with a foot square of suitable soil 
may bring out a discovery of ines- 
timable value. 

Washoe county has already 
shown wonderful superiority in 
very many things. For example 
her potatoes and apples are unex- 
celled, her condition seems to be 
unusually well suited for alfalfa, 
her butter rivals that of Ireland, 
her beef and mutton are rich and 
juicy, while her wheat and wool 
equal any in the world. But who 
knows what can be done here with 
chickens and other fowls. Where 
is the limit to currant production 
and other small fruits. What a 
country this is for curing meats. 
Washoe hams and bacon could be 
gent all over the world as a rare 
luxury if properly handled. There 
are markets for vegetables and ber- 
ries that have never been filled yet 
and they are still growing. Half 
of this valley could be pnt into 
currant bushes employing five 
thousand hands to cultivate and. 
harvest the fruit, drying and ship- 
ping and making wine. That 
would make business for the 
cooper, the tailor, and every other 
man. Don’t let us stop to argue 
about not having a place te sell for 
we have the world for a market 
and we have as good salesmen as 
any other country. Who knows 
what could be done with the wild 
goose rye*raised by the late Mr. 
Johnson. If it was advertised it 
could be seld for a dollar a pound 
as fast as it grew. 

The people in the valleys north 
of us have a fortune in oats alone. 
There is no country outside of 
Scotland that begins to raise such 
cats. Indian Valley has given 
people a new understanding of 
the word “oats.” Its product is 
so healthy, so clean, so fine in 
flavor, and so heavy in proportion 
to bulk, that it is thought to be 
the superior of anything knewn. 
There is no end to the opportuni- 
ties open in this land of untried 


energies, and if the people will | ; 


study how to put their land, their 
tame and their labor to the hest 
possible uses, this will be head- 
quarters for a great many things 
that we now buy from outsiders 
and ship in. If we can raise a bet- 
ter quality than any one else there 
will be no trouble about, getting 
them to come here after it.

Two Men Caught in a Rope 
and Instantly Killed. 


OLD HOMESTEAD BURNED.

Instanly Killed. 

New York, April 18.—Two men, 
Riley and Early, who were taking 
down telegraph wires this morning, 
were jerked out of a window, being 
entangled in a rope attached to a fall- 
ing pole, and both instantly killed. 
After the removal of the dead men the 
work of removing the wires went on 
as usual. Other gangs continued the 
work that was being prosecuted on 
Broadway yesterday, the companies’ 


gangs keeping ahead of the Mayor’s 
men and trying to save their wires as 
far as possible. ‘ 

Contractor Busbee and _ Inspector 
Roth, who were in charge of the work 
on Sixth avenue, and under whose 
instruction Early.and Reily were 
working when the accident occurred, 
were arrested and taken to the Jeffer- 
son Market Police Court. A witness 
of the accident testified that the pole 
was heavy enough to have pulled the 
whole side of the house out, and that 
Roth had been told so by some of the 
men. Witness told the Judge that he 
would not have undertaken what 
Karly and Reily were asked to do for 
any consideration. Other evidence 
was given to the effect that Roth him- 
self was holding a guy rope, and that 
the letting go of that ropé caused the 
falling of the pole. Busbee was dis- 
charged and Roth turned over to the 
Coroner’s office. 


Wife Murderer Hanged. 
Hartrorp, Conn., April 18.—J. H. 
Swift was hanged this morning for the 
murder of his wife in 1887. She was 
forced to leave him on account of his 


dissipated habits and cruelty, and he 
murdered her because she refused to 
return to him.

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Whitney’s New Navy. 
Wasninaton, April 17.—Recent re- 
ports of the maneuvers of the British 
naval fleet contain some matters not 
entirely reassuring with respect to 
some of our new naval vessels. In 
these maneuvers about six vessels of 


‘the Archer type participated. The 


result was a disagreeable surprise. It 
was found that in a moderately heavy 
sea their guns were so unstable that 
they could not be directed with any 


approach to accuracy of fire. They 
were also very wet ships. These de- 
fects are supposed to result from the 
excessive weight ot the ordnance, and 
it was recommended that the six-inch 
be replaced by five-inch guns, and that 
the anchors be moved further apart. 

The significance of the report to 
naval officers here lies in the fact that 
the new gunboat Yorktown is patterned 
after the Archer and will carry the 
same calibre and weight of ordinance. 
Failure has also attended the efforts 
of the British constrictors to build a 
twenty-knot ship, of which the Navy 
Department here is attempting to 
build two under direction of an Act of 
Congress. The Medea, which was 
built for a twenty-knot ship, has never 
exceeded nineteen knots, but has de- 
veloped more than the estimated 
horse-power—an intimation to con- 
structors here that it is not possible to 
drive a vessel of that length at twenty 
knots. The British authorities have 
taken the same view, and will build 
another set of these boats of greater 
length. Other vessels of the same 
type have failed to develop anything 
like the necessary 9,000 horse-power, 
so that the promise : of ‘success for our 
Loats is not bright. :

REJECTED NOMINATIONS. 


Halstead May Vet “uceceed Sena- 
tor Payne. 

The Boston 7raveller says: When 
Andrew Jackson became President of 
the United States he appointed on the 
21st of March, in 1829, after the Senate 
had adjourned, Isaac Hill of New 
Hampshire as Second Comptroller of 
the Treasury. Isaac Hill was the 
editor of the New Hampshire Patriot, 
at that time one of the leading Demo- 
eratic papers the country. He 
wielded a vigorous pen, was an in- 
tense partisan and made bitter enemies 
bv his editorial utterances. 

When at last the Senate ¢ ame to act 
on his nomination in May, 1830, his 
enemies resolved to punish him for his 
attacks on them, and so, rejecting his 
nomination, sent him home to New 
Hampshire to retirement. Eighteen 
months later, however, Isaac Hill re- 
turned to Washington as a member of 
the body that had rejected him for the 
Second Comptrollership. 

On August 1, 1851, during a recess 
of the Senate, President Jackson ap- 
pointed Martin Van Buren Minister to 
Great Britain. Mr. Van _ Buren 
had bitter personal enemies in the 
Senate, of whom Daniel Webster, 
Henry Clay and John C, Calhoun, 
then its presiding offiver, were the 
chief, They devided to punish Van 
Buren and humiliate him, so when his 
nomination came to the Senate they 
compassed its rejection and brought 
their personal and political enemy 
home. 

They broke a Minister but made a 
Vice-President and a President. Ke- 
publican Senators who have been -at- 
tacked by Editor Murat Halstead may 
keep him out of the German Mission, 
but Henry Bb. Payne’s term in the 
Senate expires March 3, 1891, and 
stranger things have happened than 
that Murat Halstead should be his 
successor.

Unexpected Find of Two 

Thousand Dollars. 

Said an old timer: ‘‘I ofice made a. 
pretty good raise where I first thought 
I had found a dead man. iI was pros- 
pecting dowmin Amador county, Cal. 
One dayI went upa creek about a 
mile and seated myself on a rock to) 
rest. Across the strean:,on the op- | 
posite bank, were the remains of three | 
or four old cabins.
